The political cpportimistj who speak more for 


jiabHrity than for the welfare of the nation are loud 


i*n calling for a greater redistribution of the wealth of 
this nation. They insist that the workers are entitled 
to a larger share of the national product They cite fig- 
ures to show how great is the spread between the few 
with very" krge incomes and the many with low in- 
comes. On these figures they have a basis for breed- 
irg discontent But they do not have figures to show 
they can materially change the situation by changing 
(his distribution of national income.

A recent long article in Life Magazine told of the 


struggles of a small family getting by on only 512,000 
a year. It showed the budget, including installment 
payments, interest, doctor bills, baby sitters, etc. One 
got the idea that this was an almost impossible situa- 
tion and applied to the peat majority of the people. 
Actually less than 10 per cent of the families in this 
country have 512,000 a year income. Over 60 per cent 


Of them have less than half that amount Only 5 per 
cent have more than 515,000 a year.

It is probable the great majority of these people 


do not resent others who have 515,000 a year. A large 
percentage of the union leaders are paid 515,000 a 
year. Many make as much as 550,000 a year plus ex- 
penses and many other benefits. They are worth it 
to their members. It is a small amount per member 
and gives the member the services of men qualified 
to get better working conditions for the members. At 
least that is what the members have a right to expect. 


The same condition applies in industry- There are 


many executives in the same bracket as the .union 
leaders. There are some heads of large enterprises who 
receive several times as much — before taxes — as the 
$50,000-a-year man. But here again it is a small 
amount from each worker and shareowner to the men 
uho have the ability to build and operate successful 
enterprises which provide jobs for workers and in- 
come for the savings of families invested in those jobs.

The dishonest approach we refer to is when union 


leaders or politicians try to sell the idea that these 
high incomes are a major factor in the low incomes 
of the great mass of families. Actually if all the in- 
tomes of individuals who have 525,000 a year or more 
were divided among the other 54 million families in 
this country it would add considerably less than 5100 
a year to those lower incomes. 
:' 
That is because the larger incomes go to a million 


or fewer families— they are already taxed up to 90 
per cent— the total they have left is small in compari- 
son to total income because they are few in number. 
If every cent of their income after present taxes were 
taken it would r.ot greatly help the rest of the people- 
But it could irreparably damage them. It would de- 
stroy the driving force, inspiration and abilities which 
are essential to building and guiding the- enterprises 
which now provide 67 million jobs in this country- 
Anyone who tells workers this is the way for them to 
get higher incomes is deliberately misleading the peo- 
ple.— LA.C.

acquiring an attractive tan or a painful sunburn, says i 
publication of the American Medical Assn. 


Exposure to the sun should be gradual to minimize 


burn and to allow enough time for the skin to tan evenly 
without excessive peeling. 


. An article in Today's Health gives this suggested time- 


table: 


First day: Expose skin to sun for 15 to 20 minutes. 


You're entitled to the sarr-e length of time on both your 
stomach and your back. 


Second day: Increase lice exposure by one-third, or 


to a total of 30 minutes. 


Third day: Again increase time spent in the sun by 


one-third—or up to 40 minutes altogether. 


From then on keep increasing time in the sun by small 


amounts. 


By the fourth day new pigment should begin darken- 


ing the skin. After a week of continual exposure the 
skin should be sufficiently thickened and p-gmented to 
provide considerable protection against burning sunshise.

Five years 
ago, he planted a California fig. accus- 
tomed to a serai-tropical climate, and, 
despite the severe, freezing winters of 
Massachusetts, his tree survives ar.d even 
bears fruit in the summer. 


Through trial and error. Mr. Barker 


has discovered that it is the sub-iero 
winds which kill such trees in New Eng- 
land in the winter, so he takes extremely 
unusual precautions to see that this does

If the situation locks good, the ship- 


yard will stay. If it looks bad, the yard is 
doomed. 


Subsidence to the shipyard is like the 


freezing winter winds to Mr. Barker's tree. 
If the yard or the tree are left unprotect- 
ed, they will surely die. 


However, by burying his tree in the 


ground. Mr. Barker found a way to make 
his tree survive. Ar.d by injecting salt 
water ia sufficient quantity into the oil 
zones under and around the naval ship- 
yard, the city and private oil interests can 
make the shipyard thrive. 


Actually the future of the Long Beach 


Naval Shipyard caa be made secure be- 
tween now and December. Water flooding, 
to increase pressures ar.d stop subsidence 
has been proved effective ia ether parts 
of 
the sinking Wilmington Oil Field. 


Agreements to expand the flood in the 
shipyard area are now beir.g signed. Ar.d 
a water supply system is being constructed 
to provide the needed water.

He will not per- 
mit the stockpiling of atom- 
ic weapons on French soil 
unless the U. S. shares with 
France its atomic secrets— 
a sharing specifically for- 
bidden by American law— 
and the result has been the 
shifting of NATO fighter- 
bombers from France to 
other NATO countries, as 
well as the mothballing of 
several NATO airfields ia 
France. 


In an economy which is • 


only precariously in balance 
and in which the word "aus- 
terity" is the most signifi- 
cant, DeGauHe is pressing 
ahead with atomic construc- 
tion and research regardless 
of the cost in order to bricg 
France to a real or imagined • 
parity with the other ma- 
jor powers of the world.

One of the living pic- 


tures being shown at La- 
guna Beach's Pageant of 
the Masters—now* being 
presented nightly—is 
Vincent Van Gogh's "The 
Zouave." The painting, * 
while a g r e a t master- 
piece, is no less famous 
than Van Gogh (1853- 
90). 
It was painted in 


the period when the art- 
ist occupied quarters in 
Andalusia, Spain. It was 
not long thereafter that 
Van Gogh w e n t mad. 


Though a Dutch painter of the post-impressionist school- 
ing, he was first an art dealer but gave up that business 
to enroll in Antwerp Academy.

Where a Look Tells More Than a Book 


AM ambitious person sets out to builJ 
*w a skyscraper, a space ship or an ordinary 
house he will, if smart, dig out ideas from archi- 
tects or others who have gone through such a buiU- 
ing operation. 


The writer who has completed the world's 


greatest drama has countless sources to call on to 
assist in getting the production on the road. 


But—should someone come up with the idea of 


putting on a Pageant of the Masters similar to the 
one staged each summer as part of Laguna Beach's 
famous Festival of Arts, which opened last night, 
he would loo'; here and there and everywhere but 
could never find a book of rules to tell him how 
tod lit. 
The reason: No book, so far as can be ascer- 


tained, has been written about Laguna's Pageant 
of the Misters. Nothing has stood still long enough 
in the Pageant's 21 years of existence to give a 
writer a starting point. A book of instructions 
might be true for a particular year, but thereafter 
it would be passe. There is no definite format, m 
stabilized method of operation for building the 
Pag-ant of the Misters. Each year it changes, for 
each year th-: producer learns a better way of 
doing—new lighting problems are met—new bu^s 
gnaw into the sound system and have to be routed. 


Like Topsy of 'Uncle Tom's Cabin," Laguna's

Pageant of the Masters "just growed' without 
benefit of rules and regulations. 


IT ALL STARTED BACK in the depression- 


ridden days of 1932 when life didn't look very 
bright for the artists who had hung their hats in 
a little spot along the coast called Laguna Beach. 
They came here because there were many targets 
for their brush and paint—rugged seacoast, smooth, 
sandy beaches, all varieties of trees and flowers 
and birds and hills and funny little houses. When 
depression takes over there aren't many dollars ta 
be spent for paintings. The artists decided that if 
no one out of their own cirde cared to look at their 
artistic endeavors, they would admire their own 
work. So they hung their paintings on a fence and 
admired them. But artists don't usually buy other 
artists' work—especially in depression. 


Then a strange thing happened! Some -inland- 


ers'* who were killing time at trie beach saw the 
back-fence exhibits and opened their purses. Those 
few purchases sparred the artists to greater en- 
deavor—they would add something special to their 
show. In their clan was a little Udy who in her 


youthful days had posed as a famous figure In a 
shadow box on a stage. It was called a tableau. 
This single act caught on immediately, and the 
next year when the depression looked a little less 
depressing, visitors to Laguna were willing to pay 
10 cents to look at the exhibit, including the 
tableau, which was then titled a "Living Picture." 


In the succeeding years additional tableau 


were added by Roy Ropp, a Laguna artist and real 
estate dealer, who saw great possibilities in this 
artistic foundling. Ropp thought the little prodigy 
should have a more spectacular name, so he chris- 
tened it "The Pageant of the Masters." 


FROM THAT YEAR on larger and more varied 


subjects were chosen for the tableau. The Fes- 
tival of Arts and Pageant of the Masters moved 
from its original alley spot to larger quarters. More 
lights were added to better bring out the color of 
the costumes. Mrs. Ropp read a few lines of script 
for each picture, and music was added.

•* " Nineties'* Long Beach boasted of 
a population of 56*, w-ith 20S regis- 
tered \-oters. The community had two 
hotels, 12 business places, a ftw 
churches, and about -40 horr.es. In 
1691 a local paper said that 128 chil- 
dren were enrolled in school, with an 
average daily attendance of 116. In 
1697 the first separate high school 
was erected at the corner of Ameri- 
can Ave. and 6th St. In that >ear, 
there were 337 pupils in the fi>e 
schools. 58 of whom were high school 
students.

a pier at the foot of Pine Avic^This 
was dedicated on May 27, 1693.* 


In 1699. the city voted to l^uild a 


public bathhouse and pavilion; these, 
with the pier, were the first munici- 
pally owned institutions of this type 
en the Pacific Coast. Also during the 
1690s a $9,000 city hall, and park im- 
provements, arr.our.tir.g to J4.750. 
were provided, 


OTHER -FIRSTS" ir*]u<!ed the 


founding of the city's first Masonic 
Lodge, No. 327; first telerhone in 
1693; the Ebell Club was started in 
1696; also, Jotham Bixby, with a cap- 
ital stock of $25,000. opened the first 
bank, at O-.e corner of Ocean awJ 
Pine. Our original library came ir.to 
existence in 1606. on the south side 
of Ocean, between Pine and Paciric- 
Long Beach started its first YMCA 
In 1899, and a volunteer fire depart- 
ment was organized the same year.

YTS THE WORLD'S longest monorail of 
* its kind in operation, and already— 
within a month of its inaugural run—many 
people are asking: 


Will it be the vanguard of a vast net- 


work of monorail trains built to relieve the 
Southland's congested freeways? 


CH the approximately one-taile "high- 


way in the sky" at Disneyland, tomorrow's 
dream of rapid transportation becomes a 
reality, the first monorail trains in the Unit- 
ed States operating on a daily basis. 


The two ultramodern "sky trains." 


which have captured the fancy of thous- 
ands of visitors at Walt Disney's vast fun 
emporium at Anaheim, each has a capacity 
of 32 passengers and are expected to carry 
more than a million visitors this summer. 


Electrically operated and running on 


. rubber tires, the t h r e e - car Disneyland- 


Alweg monorail trains travel over a con- 
crete beamway. supported by cement py- 
lons and reaching heights up to 31 feet. 
Th« route of the beamway takes monorail 
passengers over and around the entire area 
of new attractions at Disneyland. 


The $1300.000 m o n o r a i l negotiates 


sharp cunes. crisscrosses itself with over- 
passes and climbs grades up to 7 per cent- 


It is capable of speeds in excess of SO miles 
per hour. 


Travelers ride in one of nine compart- 


ments in the monorail trains, eight pas- 
sengers to a compartment. In addition, five 
persons are accommodated in both the front 
and rear plastic-domed observation cars. 
The trains aie of lightweight aluminum, 
plastic and stainless steel. 


Route of the monorail crosses the new 


submarine lagoon, winds around the Mat- 
terhorn and over the super autopia free- 
ways and at or.e point parallels the track 
of Disneyland's three 1S90 locomotives— 
striking contrast between the trains of yes- 
terday and tomorrow. 


The beamway or "highway in the sky™ 


is composed of precast I section concrete 
girders (beams) which serve as track, car- 
rying beam and guide rail. There are 101 
of these connecting concrete beams, so ex- 
act that there is no more than three-eighths 
of an inch separation between any two. 
Undercarriage of the trains straddles the 
beams in such a way that the drive and 
braking wheels run on the top surface of 
the beamway, and the guiding and stabiliz- 
ing wheels contact both lateral surfaces of 
the beam.

And therein lies 
one answer to uhy there is 
more to Catalina than Avaloa. 


The ir.s-uer to the 
first 


thought is simple as ABC. 
Says Russell Graham of Gra- 
ham Bros.. Inc., of Long 
Beach: *If we trucked the 
rock from this side to the har- 
bor, we'd have to load it on 
barges, anyway, to get it 
where we want it. So we 
barge it here in the first place 
—one operation." 


The new piers will be 


known as F and G and are 
extensions of the present Pier 
A installation. 


GRAHAM BROS, have been 


in operation for 50 years and 
opened their first crushing 
plant at Pebbly Beach on Cat- 
al-na in 1918. Their skill in 
maritime o p e r a t i o n s has 
grown with the expansion of 
land-filled piers which make 
the great modern port of to- 
day. Experience has proven 
that fills which displace water 
can be done with more speed 
and efficiency by barge haul- 
ing. 


Towed by tugboats, barges 


move in pairs, back and forth 
in 6 hours, across the San 
Pedro Channel from Empire 
Landing on the island to Long 
Beach. Ten barges are kept 
in operation with a total car- 
rying capacity of 10,000 tons. 
Some Urge ones holding 1,800 
tons are emptied by caterpil- 
lar tractors after the barges 
are placed in line with the 
planned pier edge. The flat 
top barges hold 1,200 tons and 
the bottom-dumps 300. Espe- 


cially constructed for this 
kind of work, the pocket t>j< 
with a bottom hopper cptrj 
up and lets the material fall 
through into the water where 
it is needed. Approximately 
1.130.000 tons of rock will be 
barged here for two new- piers. 


FROM A HL'GE -hole' in 


the Catalina mountain, rock is 
hauled over cliff-side roadi by 
heavy trucks, dumped ir.to 
crushers and broken to re- 
quired size. Fines and dirt are 
discarded into the sea and Ike 
rock in different sizes is trans- 
ported by conveyor belt to 
hillside stock piles. About 
2.000 tons of rock is conveyed 
hourly to barges. 


A huge crane loads rock in 


sizes too large for the con- 
veyers. Armor rock, up to 25 
tons in size, is used on lines 
of the new piers which will 
be exposed on the seaward 
side. 


HILLS OF ROCK win form 


the dikes marking the edges of 
the new pier fills. Rock, as 
dumped takes a natural slope 
of 1'^ to 1. and the first dike 
will rise from 30 to 35 feet 
above the harbor bottom. The 
dikes will form a rectangular 
area to be filled with sand to 
be dredged from the harbor 
freeway 
or deep entrance 


channel A second rock dike 
will be set around the edge of 
the resulting underwater pla- 
teau, to extend up 11 feet and 
to hold a second ML A final 
dike will be set upon the sec- 
ond stage and will extend 20 
feet above water. The con- 
tained space also will be Tilled 
with dredged material, pro- 
viding surface for paving, 
transit sheds and other facili- 
ties. Precast concrete pilings 
will be set vertically through 
and from the top edge of the 
upper ddte to and through the 
bottom edge of the lowest 
dike in spaced rows, to pro- 
vide deep water, vertical sided 
docks for Urge vessels. Ccea-

It became apparent that 


Laguna Beach had a r e a l 
Topsy" on its hands, and 
something should be done 
about guiding the child along 
the proper path. So a board 
of seven directors was elected 
to act as a controlling agency. 
So many people were willing 
to pay money to see the an- 
nual Pageant of the Masters 
that larger quarters had to be 
found, and various depart- 
ments of the Festival were 
established to direct the co- 
incidental activities. A few- 
years ago the board of direc- 
tors was increased to nine. 


Because of the scope of the 


Festival of Arts a full-time 
manager, stage manager, pub- 
licist and Pageant director 
now are employed- As soon 
as one Festival closes, this 
crew starts assembling the 
next. 


Whereas one decade ago at- 


tendance at the Festival of 
Arts and Pageant of the 
Masters was counted by the 
hundreds, the spectacle now 
attracts more than 100.000 
patrons from every state in 
the Union, and several from 
foreign countries. That num- 
ber is expected to be exceeded 
this year when the Festival 
shows through Aug. 16 in Ir- 
vine BowL Hundreds of pa- 
trons come year after year,

THE FESTIVAL of Arts and 


Pageant of the Masters is a 
Laguna Beach civic enterprise. 
It thrives s o l e l y on the 
strength of the eager com- 
munity spirit. People from 
all walks of life, and of all 
ages, enter into the produc- 
tion with enthusiasm. 


The Festival really began to 


f l o u r i s h in 1911 when it 
moved i n t o its permanent 
quarters in Irvine Bowl, a six- 
acre tract at the edge of the 
business district in Laguna 
Canyon. Bulk of this prop- 
erty was deeded to Laguna 
Beach by the late James Ir- 
vine, pioneer California ranch- 
er and patron of the arts. 
An additional bit of adjoining 
property was purchased. An 
outdoor stage was built fac- 
ing a natural amphitheater of 
amazing acoustical perfection, 
la 1953 the old stage struc- 
ture fell apart and a new $30.- 
000 stage building was erected 
on the same site. Funds for 
construction were derived 
solely from Festival proceeds. 
plus a $25,000 grant from the 
Irvine company. 


The Festival of Arts is a 


non-profit corporation, oper- 
ated by the board of directors 
who serve without pay. Mem- 
bers of the board are chosen 
from the citizens of the com- 
munity. 


The Festival and Pageant 


require the volunteer efforts 
of several hundred men. wom- 
en and children of the com- 
munity, all eager to be part 
of the project. 


AS A PREVIEW to the 


Pageant, the visitor to the 
Festival has spread before 
him a vista of booths in which 
are displayed the paintings of 
local artists, sculptors, cer- 
amists, photographers 
and 


handicraft artisans. Visitors 
may enter the grounds at 
noon daring the 30 Jay run, 
browse among the booths un- 
til evening, then enjoy din- 
ner in Southern California's 
most unique restaurant on the 
Festival grounds housed un- 
der a 70 ton hyperbolic para- 
boloid roof. 


Ei-en the small fry have 


their part in the Festival. A 
"Free for-All" daily art class 
is conducted. All are wel- 
come. 
Each juvenile who 


wants to draw is given a 
smock, crayon and all the 
material he needs and told 
to go to it.

What makes Stroud hate him 
even more is the suspicion 
that Reeshar bad too much 
to do w-ith the strange disap- 
pearance of his squaw.

T|«ORE THAN 100 years 


ago a real American 


form of entertainment known 
as the minstrel show began. 
The 
performers 
blackened 


their faces, sat In one or two 
rows on the stage, with a 
straight man Mho was usual- 
ly kno-A-n as Mr. Interlocutor 
calling upon the end men to 
dance, sing, or exchange jokes. 
The "Yuk. Yuk, YuV and a 
rattling of ivory bones which 
greeted each joke enchanced 
American audiences of all 
ages, for the minstrel show 
was family fare at its best. 


Just before, and during the 


1920s. Dean Elmo (famous 
also as Peenie and Fete) was 
one of the last of the great 
blackface end men and co- 
medians in the live minstrels. 
His scrapbook is a tour 
through the Hall of Fame. 
and as recently as 1947 when 
he played Mr. Tambo with 
Johnnie Swor as Mr. Bones 
in "Oh, Susanna," he has had 
top billing in the theater. 


Unlike many famous show 


people. Dean was not "born" 
into the theater. Originally 
from Dallas. Tex, he grad- 
uated from high school and 
then became a cartoonist for 
the. Dallas Journal. One eve- 
ning, just for fun, he entered 
an amateur stage show con- 
test and won first prize. A 
future and highly successful

couragement were the step- 
ping stones at first, but Dean 
treated the obstacles as chal- 
lenges, and the dream began 
to materialize. Not long agi 
the neon lights outside La 
Shell announced that "A View 
Froni the Bridge" by Arthur 
Miller would be opening soon. 
It was shown to and heartily 
applauded by first r.ight audi- 
ences and others who have 
since seen the p!ay. 


Dean hoped to put on a 


professional show, and suc- 
ceeded beyond his expecta- 
tions. The production is ex- 
cellent in every respect. The 
great minstrel man refused to 
ride on his own past glories; 
instead, he gave encourage- 
ment (as producer of the 
show) to new, aspiring actors 
and actresses, some of whom 
were not even born when 
Dean -Yuk. Yuked" in black- 
face with his own name blaz- 
ing in lights outside the 
theater. As Mr. Interlocutor 
might have said, "Peenie. 
take a bow. The audience 
loves you!" Certainly Lon; 
Beach audiences are enjoy- 
ing Dean Elmo, the great 
Minstrel Man.

THIS ALL BOILS DOWN to 


personality. It helps if you're 
a natural bon riranl — a 
guy who really enjoys a 
party, whether as host or 
guest. But bon vivar.t or not, 
a little tact helps, too. 


When a 
guest 
becomes 


bothersome, for example, it's 
best to take him aside by sug- 
gesting "Let's have one in 
here," guide him to another 
room, and let him rest for 
a while. 


Tact's h e l p f u l in other 


ways. Wallflowers have to 
be paired up and "o!d frier.d'' 
cliques kept apart — the best 
way to avert these problems 
is to make sure everyone's in- 
troduced as they arrive. Say 
something interesting as part 
of the introduction — a little 
fact can stimulate conversa- 
tion. 


One simp!e trick to keep 


guests active is to set the 
food at one end of the room 
and drinks at another — they 
have to circulate for refresh- 
ments. Slight pressure on .an 
elbo-j<r here and there can 
guide a "stay-apart" to a 
"circulator!" a quiet person 
to someone with an ebullient 
manner.

A GOOD HOST leads—but 


never dominates. He par- 
takes of refreshments, but not 
excessively. There are a fevr 


handy ways of knowing wh»n 
you're near, or past, your lim- 
it. For one thing, if there's 
a fly ia your drink and you 
sip carefully ta avoid, rather 
than to remove it, you've hid 
enough. 


You're also in trouble if 


you think it might be fun 
to phone someone »t 2 am. 
—or if you begin telling a 
joke in mixed compiny thit 
seemed 
dubious for • such 


gatherings 
when you last 


heard it. Such behivior Ciri 
lead to sudJen deith for yvit 
party- 


Even while you're setting 


up the party—laying out th« 
tiVe with hors d'oeuvres and 
mixing drinks—it's best to be 
dressed first and then take 
to suth tasks. At times thes-s 
preparations take longer thin 
expected, and at least you 
look ready when the doorbell 
chimes »nd that cheery face 
salutes you with an "Am I 
the first?" greeting. 


Then there are the little 


things—breakable pieces hid- 
den away, cigarettes conven- 
iently dispersed, and enough 
ashtrays and c h a i r s set 
around. Seating arrangements 
should insure that not more 
than a fourth of your guests 
will have to stand — starxl- 
ir.g around gets tiresome and 
weary guests inike weiry 
conversation. 


Your record pUyer should 


be near the dir.ce area to 
avoid high volume bliring to 
all comers, and coat stooge 
is a probem—unless you pro- 
vide separate places for mtn 
and women. Ladies usua'Iy 
seek their comer out later 
for some choice gossiping. 


Larger 
item?, like fooJ 


preparations, can reilly mike 
yours a party to remember. 
If it's better canapes you're 
after, bear this in mind—they 
should 
neither foreshadow 


main dish flavors nor take the 
edge off appetites at dinner 
parties.

STEREO SLIDES can be 


projected for group viewing 
but the audience must wear 
rxJarized g'isses—a nuisance 
to mar.y. The screen must be 
a special metallic one and the 
projector is somewhat special 
and a bit expensive. In addi- 
tion, the slides should be spe- 
cially mounted to avoid indi- 
vidual three-way corrections 
(vertical and horizontal align- 
ment as will as sharpness)

week . . . Applying a cold 
overhead shower to fuchsias 
Mull invigorate them and pro- 
vide the cool, humid atmo- 
sphere that these plants pre- 
fer.

Dkhor.dra grows rap'dly at 


this time of the year anJ is 


a fairly heavy drir.ktr. The 
plants react adversely to a 
shortage of water. They also 
respond favorably to a regu- 
lar feeding schedule. 


A mulch of peat will con- 


serve moisture during thi hot 
summer months. This material 
absorbs tremendous quanti- 
ties of moisture, releasing it 
slo-*ly. thus cooling the tem- 
perature at the surface. 


Vacation Trip and Garden, Too 


Cynics might define the 


conscientious gardener as a 
man who's afraid to take a 
vacation for fear his garden 
will go to pot while he's 
gone. The California Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen, however, 
prefers to define him as one 
who recognizes the danger 
and makes plans to avert it 
while he's gone. 


If you vacation for a week 


only, there's little need to 
worry. Just soak the garden 
thoroughly the day before you 
leave. 
Mutch around the 


moisture lovers such ai camel- 
lias and azaleas with a thick 
layer of peat moss or bark 
humus, and move hanging 
baskets acd 
other potted 


plants into a cool, shaded 
area. Sinking pots in a box 
of wet humus is good insur- 
ance against drying out. 


If you stay away more than 


a week, added precaution will 
be needed. 
A professional 


gardener, of course, would 


know just what to do, but 
don't trust a young neighbor, 
however capable he seems. 
Draw a rough plot of the gar- 
den and circle the areas that 
need 
the 
most 
attention- 


Write down when each area 
should be watered and for 
how lor.g. 


Again, move potted plants 


into a shaded area where 
your charge can reach them 
easily with tie hose. Specify 
in writing when and how long 
to water them. Be sure that 
whoever does the job knows 
that thorough soakings are 
needed, not just a wetting of 
the surface. 


And finally, don't fertilize 


during the two weeks prior to 
departure, else new growth 
and its special need for water 
will cause you trouble. And, 
oh yes. once you've done this, 
forget the garden and have 
fun. Just remember, you can't 
help it anyway, however much 
you worry while you're gone.

At this time of year watch 


for injuries to your plants 
underground. Wireworms are 
especially destructive to del- 
phiniums, snapdragons and 
similar plants. Ground mealy, 
the whitish substance so fre- 
quently found through your 
soil, is a destructive factor. 
Little root aphii accumulate 
around the roots of pyracan- 
tha and other shrubs. And 
probably the worst evil of all 
is root rot on plants such as 
iris. 


A very simple remedy that 


involves almost no trouble is 
to use the copper-ether ma- 
terial that is manufactured 
for underground disinfection. 
This product can be used 
without injury to p l a n t s 
growing in the area. Water 
thoroughly 3 or 4 hours be- 
fore you give the treatment. 
Then dJute the material ac- 
cording to directions on the 
bottle and spray or sprinkle 
it over the surface of the 
soil. The ether win penetrate 
10 to 12 inches underground 
and eliminate all these evils 
and your plants wfll take on 
new life and vitality.

Our Capitol gets a new face

WASHLNCTON, B.C. 


Behind a jungle of scaffolds swarming w ith men and 
machines, the nation's Capitol is having its face lifted. 
The S21-mi!Iion project won't change the building's 
historic features. But the familiar great dome, majestic 
colonnade and white marble wings would scarcely be 
recognued by the original designer. 


PARADE has dug into dusty archives for the com- 


petitive drawings from which George Washington se- 
lected a design In 1792. The historic sketches on these 
pages show what the Capitol mig*t fcarr JootrJ Ike. 


Its final appearance, which has become an Ameri- 


can symbol and a model for governmental architecture 
at all levels, came about almost accidentally. Washing- 
ton wanted a capitol that would reflect the free spirit 
of the new republic, the surging strength of her people 
and* their wish to express national pride. He turned 
the task over to three commissioners: Thomas John- 
son, David Stuart and Daniel CarrolL 


Their first problem was to find an acceptable de- 


sign. But in 1792, no architect outside the Old World 
had conceived a building of the magnitude and gran- 


dear desired. Rather dun import foreign talent, they 
sponsored a competition. Washington himself edited 
the newspaper advertisement inciting architects to 
submit designs. The m inner was offered a free lot in 
the new city, and $500 or a medal of equal talue. 


^ 
Of H designs submitted before the deadline, none 


complied with Washington's idea of how the Capitol 
should loot. Finally he selected as most acceptable 
one by Stephan Hauet. who hid fled the French Revo- 
lution to settle in America. And to please the President, 
Hallet agreed to add a dome in his final plans. 


Late Entrant 


Then, three months later. Dr. WilKam Thornton 


was permitted to submit a late entry. Thornton, a 
Scotsman, had never studied architecture; his knowl- 
edge of blueprints was limited to what he read. Yet 
his design was admired by Washington for its 'gran- 
deur, simplicity and convenience." 


The three commhsiooers now were faced with a 


delicate problem. At the President's suggestion, they 
accepted Thornton's design. To appear Hallet, they 
made him superintendent of construction. 


The result: Hallet set about Ending as many defects 


in Thornton's design as possible. For more than a year

It was the creation of Thomas Walter, official Capitol 
architect from 1861 to 1865. and was completed dur- 
ing the Chil War as a symbol of the Union's unity 
and strength. Atop the dome stands a statue of Free- 
dom sculptured by Thomas Craw ford. 


The Senate and House wings also were added dur- 


ing the Chil War. 


Today, in the Capitol's marble corridors the voices 


of history once again are mingling with the clamor of 
construction. Before the year ends, six million more 
Americans will Hue trooped through to taste history 
and inspect the coming changes. The Capitol they visit 
w ill not be the one Lincoln knew nor the one Wash- 
ington dreamed of But it will remain, as it always has 
been. a place of an e and great majesty.

Il was her money 
that paid the bills, and the effect on Hartley's ego must 
have been shattering. 


For four rears Bartley was a victim of circum- 


stances, unable to earn a sou. I lis wife felt guilty about 
the demoralizing setup and finally brought pressure to 
bear upon MGM.

Anne Morris, according to her cmn

Once she was a shadow of her former 


self, Anne sat around and practiced mak- 
ing up her eyes differently.

The real story of RUSSIA'S ATHLETES

N WHAT i* probably the most important dual track 


meet ever heU in this country. Russian and L'-S. 


track 2nd field champions ire matching qukk kgs 
and braw ny arms here this week-end. By Sunday night, 
one team will have won — no« just a trad meet but in 
immeasurable like of international prestige. 


For Lie it oc not, sports have become part of the 


cdd war. In sports — just as in econorak-s, politics and 
technology — the Russians are out to prt/ie commu- 
nism superior to democracy. When Russia, for ex- 
ample, swept the 1956 Olympics, winning both 
winter and sunurer games (.in the unofficial team 
standings), the vk tones were held up by Sovkt prop- 
agandists as proof their »«y of life was better. 


Do the Russians really turn out belter athletes? Arc 


they more ph}skal!y Et? Will they someday dominate 
norld sports? How ire they organized? 


Here are answers, from two men who have closelj 


inspected the Soviet sports machine: 


Parry O'Rriim, Olympic shot put champion, who 


has ccespctn! twke against the Russians. 


/r»« Corfc/ic. Editor of rAKADt, who has n*Je t»o 


trips to Russia within the past four years. 


Are ike Rauiant heller ulhlelett 


OlfeitN : The Russians has e come fast. They dxin't 


even compete in the 1948 Olympics. Cut they are no« 
necessarily the worlds best athletes. In some sports 
they will beat us, notably gymnastics, whkh isn't 
stressed here. But in sports that we emphasize. hie 
figure slating or basketball, well beat them. In track. 
whkh we both emphasize, the two of us are close: 
We beat them at the shorter distances, they outlcg us 
at distances en er a mile. 
' • 


Though the Russians w in a lot of medals, they don't. 


as a rule, excel when the chips are down. In hrgh- 
pressure meets, htc the Olympics, Russian perform- 
ances fall below their own best marls. 


This doesn't mean the Russians lack courage. Being 


new at international sports, they haven't learned how- 
to control their emotions « well as they control their 
bodies under the pressures of competition. 


GOKCIN : Russian athletes as a whole arc not belter 


than ours—rifjtt coir. But someday they could be bet- 
ter, for their training h fantastically thorough- 


Russia's spurt in sports began in 1948—by the 


order of Stalin himself. Through the Communist 
Parry's Central Committee, he ordered Russia's sports 
organization to zero in on world records, and at the 
same time to impro\e the physical fitness of the masses 
—"for labor and defense." 


What Stalin wanted,'Stalin got. Today 20 million 


Russians beting to 190,000 athletic chibs. And in 10 
years Russians hate set 695 world records. 


Most athletes compete for sports clubs, whkh are 


run by trade unions, the army, nary and police. 
(There fs only minor competition in high schools and 
colleges.) Coaches come mostly from 15 physical 
culture institutes, whkh are special sports colleges. . 


Excellent coaching comes from moiics that show 


notVI champions of many countries in action. By 
studiing them, toung Russians in cfFnt arc being 
tJudit by the world's best athletes. 


Government scientists ha\e also pitched in. 11failed 


a special laboratory for sports in the basement of Mos- 
cow's I<nin Stadium. It was jammed with medical 
data (ft top Russian athletes. If the athkte slumped. 
his medical charts were studied. They might show- 
that the heart had become enlarged. By changing the 
athlete's training pattern, say the Russians, they shrink 
the heart toils normal si/e—and the athlete iroprcnes. 
Ttai.tkrj clxim, tit) Lrrr create J a ieientijic control 
for tratxiitf etklrtet. 


Are ike Ruuian etftlrtft 
mbtulUed? 


O'BRIEN: Yes, they are. When they lease their jobs 


to train or compete, they are paid their regular sal- 
aries. They also get pocket money. 


GORKI*: By our standards, the Russians are not 


amateurs. Of course, they in turn critklre VS. college 
football for the scholarship policy. 


But whateirr our faults, this is true: In all the 


Olympic sports—from track to rowing but with the 
rnssible exception of basketball — our non military 
athletes are no< subsidized. The Russians are. 


The Russians, though, do ha\e amateur rules. An 


athkte must compete for the factory where he worls 


or the school or club to whkh he is attached. If he 
tries to bounce around, plaiing for the highest bidder, 
he may be disqualified from sports. 


ffoir food arr Kaula'i teamen ethleteif 


O"BniiN: They male excellent athletes. They are 


far more confident than the men. They don't sagwhen 
the pressure is on. They are the world's best in most 
sports—and they know- it. 


Cost IN: They are a determined bunch. Once. 


while tailing to an athkte who was also a mother, I 
asked why she didn't retire. "Why?" she asked, as- 
tonished. "Can't we be mothers «*</ athletes?* 


Sports, moreover, can be a Russian guTsbest friend. 


She gets better housing and the rare privilege of trav- 
eling abroad. And while we consider track and field 
unfeminine, the Russians klolize a lady "Master of 
Sports" the w ay we idolize a movie actress. 


ffotr can ice Jo better afalnit Riatia? 


O'EitlEN: We finished second to the Russians in 


the 1956 summer Olympics because we did poorly in 
sports such as soccer, gymnastics and sculling, whkh 
arc popular in Europe but not here. We must get 
enough of our kids interested in those sports, espe- 
cially at the grammar school level. Gymnastics may 
never become as popular as baseball, but if enough 
kids compete, we will get athktes of Olympic caliber.
